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On Sunday the 17th of this Inſtant Jeruzry, the Day was for the moſt Part 
Glooiny and Over-caſt, little Sun appearing, and till rowards Evening the Windx 
were ſtil], but then began to Riſe by degrees :. When about Nine in the Evenins 
it began toRain, and the Wind Blew very hard, whoſe force more and more In- 
creaſed-till about One-in the Morning; at whar time it began to he fb fierce and 
out-ragions, that the like has nor for ſome years paſt been known, ſich as were 
Abroad ar that unſeaſonable Hour, proteſting they were ſcarcely able roſtand before 
it: At what time ſuch Showers of Rain fell, Accompanied with ſuch Blaſts, that 
the like has ſeldom before been obſerved.

On the 18 of January 1685 Fohn Newin a Waterman comming from Batterſea A |

vyoured to put in, but his Boat being over charged with the Goods, and the Wa- i 
ter it had received Sunk , and it being ſo Early no Boats were abroad to take 
up him or the Women before mentioned, tliey were -all Drowned ; and the Wa. # 
ter-man together, with theWomran firſt mentioned were,whenDay appeared,taken up 
Dead, but the Later is not yet found, 


A Boat was much about the time mentioned caſt away near Queen-Hib, Y 
with ſeveral Perſons in it , only one of them Floating to Skoar, and he by reaſon 
of his long continuance in the Water , hardly brought to Life : Divers Boats 
were the ſame Morning fond a Arife , withant any ro gnide them, fome with” 
Goods in them, though in a manner full of Water. Below Bridge-divers Ships 
drew their Anchors, and received much Damage, by being Furioully driven againſt 
thoſe that lay next, and ſome had their Maſts carryed by the Bord, and though it. 
may be wiſhed to the contrary yet ?tis to be feared that the Damage is greater at. 
Sea ; And we heare fince that ſome Houſes were Overturned in this Storth, the 
like not having happened for many years in England. It hegan about two. 
in the Mornirg, and continued with extraordinary Violence, till four in the ſame 
Morning , and then fell on ſuch a Sudden, that it cauſed a general Admiration of all : 
that heard it. And thus GentleReade have I given you an Impartial Account,
